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Procedure: Type lIx, an administrative decision with appeal to the Hearings
Officer.

Proposal:

The applicant is proposing a 7-lot land division with a Private Street tract. The applicant is
proposing attached housing on lots 1-6. The applicant is also proposing to demolish the
existing house on the site with the address of 12344 SE Ivon Ct. and keep the existing
house on proposed lot 7 with the site address of 12326 SE Ivon Ct. The applicant is
proposing to remove the existing garage from the existing house to remain on Lot 7 in order
maintain an adequate side setback from the proposed private street tract. Additionally, the
applicant is proposing to use Porous Pavement in the Private Street tract for stormwater
management.

This subdivision proposal is reviewed through a Type lIx procedure because: (1) the site is
in a residential zone; (2) four to ten dwelling units are proposed, not including accessory
dwelling units (see 33.660.110).

For purposes of State Law, this land division is considered a subdivision. To subdivide land
is to divide an area or tract of land into four or more lots within a calendar year (See ORS
92.010).

Relevant Approval Criteria:
In order to be approved, this proposal must comply with the approval criteria of Title 33.
The approval relevant criteria are:

e 33.660.120, Review of Land Divisions in Open Space and Residential Zones
ANALYSIS

Site and Vicinity: The site is relatively flat and has two single family detached homes
located on it. The properties surrounding the site are predominantly high density multi-
family type developments.

Zoning: The R1 designation is one of the City’s multi-dwelling zones which is intended to
create and maintain higher density residential neighborhoods. The zone implements the
comprehensive plan policies and designations for multi-dwelling housing. The “a” overlay is
intended to allow increased density that meets design compatibility requirements. It
focuses development on vacant sites, preserves existing housing stock, and encourages new
development that is compatible with the surrounding residential neighborhood. This land
division proposal is not using any of the provisions of the “a” overlay. The Johnson Creek
Basin plan district provides for the safe, orderly, and efficient development of lands which
are subject to a number of physical constraints, including significant natural resources,
steep and hazardous slopes, flood plains, wetlands, and the lack of streets, sewers, and
water services.

Land Use History: City records indicate there are no prior land use reviews for this site.

Agency and Neighborhood Review: A Notice of Proposal in your Neighborhood was mailed
on May 20, 2009.

1. Agency Review: Several Bureaus and agencies have responded to this proposal.
Please see Exhibits E for details. The comments are addressed under the appropriate
criteria for review of the proposal.
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2. Neighborhood Review: No written responses have been received from either the
Neighborhood Association or notified property owners in response to the proposal.

A. Lots. The standards and approval criteria of Chapters 33.605 through 33.612
must be met.

Findings: Chapter 33.612 contains the lot standards applicable in the Multi-dwelling
zones. These density and lot dimension standards ensure that lots are consistent with the
desired character of each zone while allowing lots to vary in size and shape provided the
planned intensity of each zone is respected.

Density Standards

Density standards match housing density with the availability of services and with the
carrying capacity of the land in order to promote efficient use of land, and maximize the
benefits to the public from investment in infrastructure and services. These standards
promote development opportunities for housing and promote urban densities in less
developed areas. Maximum densities ensure that the number of lots created does not
exceed the intensity planned for the area, given the base zone, overlay zone, and plan
district regulations. Minimum densities ensure that enough dwelling units can be
developed to accommodate the projected need for housing.

When single-dwelling or duplex development is proposed for some or all of the site, the
applicant must show how the proposed lots can meet minimum density and not exceed the
maximum density stated in Table 120-3. When development other than single-dwelling or
duplex development is proposed, minimum and maximum density must be met at the time
of development

The total site area shown on the applicant’s survey is 16,500 square feet. Site area devoted
to streets is subtracted from the total site area in order to calculate the minimum and
maximum density. A new private street is proposed in a tract that totals 3,719 square feet
The applicant will also be required to dedicate approximately 600 square feet of site area
along the frontage of SE Ivon Ct. for right-of-way purposes (as described later in this
report). Therefore the resulting lot size for calculating density is 12,181 square feet.

In this case, Lots 1 through 6 are proposed for single dwelling development, and lot 7 for
future duplex development. Therefore, the density requirements for this site are calculated
as follows:

Minimum = 12,181 (site area) + 1,450 (minimum density from Table 120-3) = 8.40 (which
rounds down to a minimum of 8 units, per 33.930.020.A).

Maximum = 12,181 (site area) + 1,000 (maximum density from Table 120-3) = 12.18 (which
rounds down to a maximum of 12 units, per 33.930.020.B).

The applicant is proposing 7 lots. At this time, the applicant is proposing one dwelling unit
on Lots 1 through 6, the remainder of the minimum density for the site as a whole must be
met on Lot 7 at the time of redevelopment, where a minimum of 2 units will be required. In
addition, in order for maximum density (12 units) to be allowed on the site, lots Lot's 1-5
(the largest lots created in addition to lot 7) will have a maximum density of 2 units each
(allowing duplex development). If lots 1-5, and lot 7 are all developed with duplexes in the
future, a total of 12 units would be located on the site, meeting maximum density.

In this zone, there are no minimum lot area requirements for lots designated for attached
houses, detached houses, or duplexes. For this reason, it is necessary to condition the
minimum and maximum density allowance on each lot in the land division, to avoid further
division of lots in the future that could result in non-compliance with the overall density
requirements of the site as it exists in this proposal.

Lot Dimensions

The lot dimensional standards ensure that: (1) Each lot has enough room for development
that meets all the requirements of the zoning code; (2) Lots are an appropriate size and

shape so that development on each lot can be oriented toward the street as much as

possible; (3) The multi-dwelling zones can be developed to full potential; and (4) Housing
goals for the City are met.

The dimensions of the proposed lots as compared to the required lot dimension standards is
shown in the following table (this information is found in Chapter 33.612 of the Zoning

Code):

The findings above describe how the applicable lot standards are met. This criterion is
therefore met.

B. Trees. The standards and approval criteria of Chapter 33.630, Tree Preservation,
must be met.

Findings: The regulations of Chapter 33.630 preserve trees and mitigate for the loss of
Certain trees are exempt from the requirements of this chapter.

The applicant has submitted an arborist report that inventories the trees within the land
division site, evaluates their condition and specifies root protection zones (Exhibit A-5). The
inventory identifies the following trees on the site:

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B. The application must show that a stormwater management system can be
designed that will provide adequate capacity for the expected amount of
stormwater.

Findings: No stormwater tract is proposed or required. Therefore, criterion A is not
applicable.

The City of Portland requires that stormwater from development be cleaned and disposed of
in a manner that meets the requirements of the City's Stormwater Management Manual. In
order to meet this approval criterion, land division proposals must demonstrate an
approved method of cleaning (water quality treatment), detention (delayed release), and an
approved disposal point.

The Stormwater Management Manual contains a hierarchy of acceptable methods of
stormwater treatment and disposal. The hierarchy requires that applicants first explore the
use of methods that have a lower potential impact on groundwater, such as on-site surface
infiltration swales and infiltration planters. If these methods are not feasible on a site,
applicants may move lower on the hierarchy, to methods that inject water deeper into the
ground through mechanical devices such as drywells or sumps, or carry it off of the site
into storm sewers, drainageways, or other approved disposal points.

In addition to determining appropriate treatment and disposal methods by working through
the hierarchy in the Stormwater Management Manual, stormwater facilities must be sized,
through engineering calculations, to accommodate the expected amounts of stormwater. In
some cases, sizing a stormwater facility necessitates testing the infiltration rate of the soil
at the site.

The applicant has proposed the following stormwater management methods (Exhibit C-1
and A-4), and the Bureaus have responded as follows (Exhibits E-1 and E-5):

e Private Street: Building code appeal #6561 was granted to allow the use of pervious
pavement in the private street. As noted in an email from Burton Engineering, the
design of the private street grading will allow emergency stormwater overflow to be
directed to SE lvon Court, thereby preventing stormwater from affecting neighboring
properties to the south. Site Development now has no objection to approval of the
preliminary plan for the proposed land division. BES also had no objection.

e Lots 1-6: Stormwater from these lots will be directed to individual drywells within the
Private street tract that will treat the water and slowly infiltrate it into the ground. Site
Development has indicated conceptual approval of the drywells.

e Lot 7 (the lot with the existing house): The downspouts of the existing house to
remain at 12326 SE Ivon Court discharge variously to the ground and to splash blocks;
the downspout at the southwest corner of the house discharges to a pipe that extends
toward the new property line. Prior to final plat approval, final approval of a plumbing
permit to complete the stormwater system retrofit requirements specified in Alert Folder
09-135957-AL, and in accordance with the stormwater retrofit plan approved by James
Hyatt on 6/15/09, will be required. Prior to final plat approval, the as-built location of
the new stormwater management systems must be shown on a supplemental plan after
the required inspections are approved and permits are finaled.

With the conditions of approval described above, the stormwater management criteria are
met. As shown by the findings above, the Services and Utilities criteria are met.
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Right of Way Approval Criteria

Chapter 33.654 contains standards and approval criteria for rights of way. Due to the
location of this site, and the type of street that is proposed, some of the criteria are not
applicable.

Applicable Approval Criteria are:

33.654.110.B.1 Approval criterion for through streets and pedestrian connections in
OS, R, C, and E Zones. In OS, R, C, and E zones, through streets and pedestrian
connections are required where appropriate and practicable, taking the following into
consideration:

a. Through streets should generally be provided no more than 530 feet apart, and
pedestrian connections should generally be provided no more than 330 feet
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apart. Through street and pedestrian connections should generally be at least
200 feet apart;

b. Where the street pattern in the area immediately surrounding the site meets
the spacing of subparagraph a., above, the existing street pattern should be
extended onto the site;

c. Characteristics of the site, adjacent sites, and vicinity, such as: (1) Terrain; (2)
Whether adjacent sites may be further divided; (3) The location of existing
streets and pedestrian connections; (4) Whether narrow frontages will
constrain creation of a through street or pedestrian connection; (5) Whether
environmental overlay zones interrupt the expected path of a through street or
pedestrian connection; and (6) Whether existing dwelling units on- or off-site
obstruct the expected path of a through street or pedestrian connection.
Alternative locations or designs of rights-of-way should be considered that
avoid existing dwelling units. However, provision of through streets or
pedestrian connections should take precedence over protection of existing
dwelling units where the surrounding transportation system will be
significantly affected if a new through street or pedestrian connection is not
created;

d. Master street plans for the area identified in Goal 11B of the Comprehensive
Plan;

e. Pedestrian connections should take the most direct route practicable. Users
should be able to see the ending of the connection from the entrance point, if
possible.

Findings: The site is located between SE 122nd Ave and SE 125t Ave, which have a
distance between them of approximately 680 feet. There are no other north/south through
streets between these two streets. If the distance between these existing streets is
evaluated against the optimum spacing requirement of 530 feet, one can conclude that
there should be a north-south through street provided in the vicinity of the site.

The site contains sufficient width to allow the creation of a public north-south through
street. However, the properties adjacent to the portion of the site where the street would
terminate are not configured in a manner that would easily allow the further extension of a
street from the site. So, although the optimum spacing criteria would indicate the need for
a north-south through street or pedestrian connection at this site, there is no practicable
opportunity to provide them in this land division.

The site is within the Portland Master Street Plan for the Far Southeast District, and no
through street are shown in this vicinity. Therefore, the proposal is consistent with the
master street plan.

The only new through pedestrian connections included in the proposal are new sidewalks
along the frontage of the new Private Street. This is a straight-line connection on which
users will be able to see the ending of the pedestrian route from the entrance.

For the reasons described above, this criterion is met.

33.654.110.B.2 Approval criterion for dead-end streets in OS, R, C, and E zones. In
0S, R, C, and E zones, dead-end streets may be provided where through streets are
not required. Dead-end streets should generally not exceed 200 feet in length, and
should generally not serve more than 18 dwelling units. Public dead-end streets
should generally be at least 200 feet apart.

Findings: The proposal includes a private dead-end street and pedestrian connection,
which will be located in the new private street tract. As discussed under the findings for
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through streets above, a new public north-south through street is not required for this
proposal. The private dead-end street will serve only 7 dwelling units and it is
approximately 100 feet in length from the frontage along SE Ivon Ct. to the end of the
private street tract. This criterion is met.

33.654.120.C.1 Approval criterion for width of the right-of-way. The width of the
local street right-of-way must be sufficient to accommodate expected users, taking
into consideration the characteristics of the site and vicinity, such as the existing
street and pedestrian system improvements, existing structures, and natural features.

Findings: The private street will serve 7 lots. The applicant has proposed that a 33-foot
wide tract, terminating in a 20-foot radius turn-around is sufficient to accommodate the
expected users. The Administrative Rules for Private Rights of Way are the standards that
govern the construction of private streets. These rules recommend a width of 28-32 feet for
dead-end streets less than 300 feet long, serving 4 or more lots. This width will provide
room for the construction of a 26-foot wide paved roadway that allows two travel lanes,
parking on one side, two 6-inch curbs and a 5-foot wide sidewalk on one side of the street,
and a 1-foot setback between the street improvements and private property. In this
proposal, the applicant will be disposing of stormwater from the private street directly into
the porous pavement.

A sidewalk is required as part of the private street. In order to assure access to this
sidewalk for visitors, delivery persons and the general public, a public walkway easement
must be shown over the sidewalk portion of the street.

The proposed tract width is sufficient to accommodate the elements of a street that is
presumed to be adequate for 7 lots by the Administrative Rules governing private streets.
This criterion is met.

33.654.120.C.3.c. Approval criterion for turnarounds. The turnaround must:

e Be of a size to accommodate expected users, taking into consideration the
characteristics of the site such as existing structures, natural features, the length
of the street, and the number of housing units served by the street;

e Minimize paved area;

e Provide adequate area for safe vehicular movement; and

e Provide adequate area for safe and convenient movement by bicyclists and
pedestrians traveling on the street or traveling from the street to a pedestrian
connection.

Findings: A hammer-head turn-around is proposed at the terminus of the private street
tract. The configuration of the turn-around has been reviewed by the Site Development
Section of the Bureau of Development Services and the Fire Bureau. Site Development
and the Fire Bureau have indicated that the size and configuration of the turn-around are
adequate to provide safe vehicular and bicycle movement for the 5 new lots that will use
private street. A sidewalk is required along one side of the street, which will provide for safe
and convenient pedestrian access along the private street and from the interior of the land
division to the abutting sidewalk along the frontage of SE Ivon Ct. The proposed street tract
has been sized to provide adequate room for the turn-around. This criterion is met.

Utility Location, Extension of Streets, Partial Rights of Way

33.654.130 Additional Approval Criteria for Rights-of-Way
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A. Utilities. Utilities must be located within rights-of-way or utility easements that
are adjacent to rights-of-way to the maximum extent practicable. Utility
easements up to 15 feet in width may be required adjacent to rights-of-way.

Findings: Utilities are defined in the Zoning Code as telephone, cable, natural gas, electric,
and telecommunication facilities. Any easements that may be needed for private utilities
that cannot be accommodated within the proposed 33-foot width of the private street tract
can be provided on the final plat. At this time no specific utility easements adjacent to the
street tract have been identified as being necessary. Therefore, this criterion is met.

B. Extension of existing public dead-end streets and pedestrian connections.
Existing public dead-end streets and pedestrian connections adjacent to the site
must be extended onto the site as needed to serve the site.

Findings: As discussed above, a public dead end street or pedestrian connection was not
warranted. A dead-end private street tract has been extended into this site off of the public
dead end street to serve the lots proposed in this proposal. This criterion is met.

C. Future extension of proposed dead-end streets and pedestrian connections. Where
the land division site is adjacent to sites that may be divided under current
zoning, dead-end streets and pedestrian connections must be extended to the
boundary of the site as needed to provide future access to the adjacent sites. The
following factors are considered when determining if there is a need to make
provisions for future access to adjacent sites. A need may exist if:

1. The site is within a block that does not comply with the spacing standards or
adopted street plan of the Transportation Element of the Comprehensive Plan;
or

2. The full development potential of adjacent sites within the block will not be
realized unless a more complete street system is provided to improve access to
those sites.

Findings: As discussed under the findings for 33.654.110.C, there is no practicable
opportunity to provide a through connection from the site, so there is no need to extend the
proposed street to the southern boundary of the site. The properties to the south of the site
appear to have potential to further divide under current zoning. However, they have
sufficient frontage on SE 125th Ave to provide access to the interior of the property. The
property located along the southwestern boundary of this site is also under common
ownership of the undeveloped property with tax account number R334069, which has
frontage along SE Ivon Ct. There is no need for this site to extend a street to the southern
property boundaries. This criterion is met.

D. Partial rights-of-way. Partial rights-of-way and street improvements may be
appropriate where the proposed right-of-way and street improvements are
expected to be provided by the owner of the adjacent property. Partial rights-of-
way and street improvements may also be required where needed to provide future
access to adjacent sites. The Office of Transportation must approve the
configuration of a partial right-of-way or public street improvement.

Findings: As previously discussed. No partial right of ways and street public street
improvements were determined necessary. This criterion as met.

DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS
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General Information about Development Standards and Approval Criteria. The Zoning
Code contains two types of regulations: Development standards and Approval criteria.

Approval criteria, such as those listed earlier in this report, are administered through a
land use review process. Approval criteria are regulations where the decision-maker must
exercise discretion to determine if the regulation is met. Public notice is provided and
public comments received that address the approval criteria are addressed in the decision.

Development Standards: Development standards are clear and objective regulations (for
example: building setbacks; number of required parking spaces; and maximum floor area).
Compliance with development standards is reviewed as part of the administrative
permitting process and are not considered to be discretionary reviews. Development
standards that are not relevant to the land division review, have not been addressed in the
review, but will have to be met at the time that each of the proposed lots is developed.

Existing development that will remain after the land division. One of the two existing
homes on the site will remain and be located on Lot 7. The division of the property may not
cause the structures to move out of conformance or further out of conformance to any
development standard applicable in the R1 zone. Per 33.700.015, if a proposed land
division will cause conforming development to move out of conformance with any regulation
of the zoning code, and if the regulation may be adjusted, the land division request must
include a request for an adjustment (Please see section on Other Technical Standards for
Building Code standards.)

In this case, there are several Zoning Code standards that relate to existing development on
the site:

¢ Minimum Setbacks — The existing house identified to remain on the site must meet
the required Zoning Code setbacks from the proposed new lot lines. Alternatively,
existing buildings must be set back from the new lot lines in conformance with an
approved Adjustment or other Land Use Review decision that specifically approves
alternative setbacks. The existing house with the address of 12326 SE Ivon Ct.
will be 5 feet from the new property line following the proposed removal of the
attached garage. Prior to final plat approval a building permit must be issued and
finaled for the removal of a portion of the existing house in order for it to meet the
minimum required side setback. To ensure this standard is met at the final plat
stage, the final plat must be accompanied by a supplemental survey showing the
location of the existing house relative to the adjacent new lot lines following the
final of the demolition permit to remove its garage to allow an adequate side
setback.

o Required Off-Street Parking - A paved parking pad/garage provides parking for the
existing house on Lot 7. As a result of this land division, the parking space for the
existing house will be located on a different lot, and will no longer be available to
Lot 7. The Portland Zoning Code does not require off-street parking on sites that
are less than 500 feet from a transit street with 20-minute peak-hour bus,
streetcar, or light rail service. Tri-Met provides transit service approximately 375
feet from the site on SE Division St. via bus number 4. Bus number 4 provides
peak-hour service meeting this requirement. As a result, no replacement parking
is required for Lot 7. That applicant shows parking spaces on Lot 7, however, if
parking is constructed it will need to located outside of the side setback.

With the conditions noted above, this land division proposal can meet the requirements of
33.700.015.
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Technical decisions have been made as part of this review process. These decisions have
been made based on other City Titles, adopted technical manuals, and the technical
expertise of appropriate service agencies. These related technical decisions are not

considered land use actions.

If future technical decisions result in changes that bring the

project out of conformance with this land use decision, a new land use review may be
required. The following is a summary of technical service standards applicable to this
preliminary partition proposal.

As authorized in Section 33.800.070 of the Zoning Code conditions of approval related to
these technical standards have been included in the Administrative Decision on this
proposal.

e The applicant is required to make improvements to the proposed private street. Several
conditions are required, including provision of plans and financial assurances, initiating
a building permit, and providing a maintenance agreement. In addition to the approval
criteria of Title 33, these requirements are also based on the technical standards of Title
17 and Title 24.

e The applicant must meet the requirements of the Fire Bureau in regards to posting of
"No Parking" signs in the private street/installing a new hydrant/providing an
Emergency Vehicle Access Easement over the private street tract. It should be noted
that the applicant has provided an acceptable diagram (exhibit C-2) demonstrating
adequate turning area from SE Ivon Ct. to the private street with the restriction of
parking along SE Ivon Ct. In addition, the Water Bureau has confirmed that the area
has a Fire Flow of 1894 gallons per minute (exhibit G-4).

It should be noted that buildings or portions of buildings exceeding 30 feet in height
above the lowest level of fire department vehicle access shall be provided with approved
fire apparatus access roads capable of accommodating fire department aerial apparatus.
Overhead utility and power lines shall not be located within the aerial fire apparatus
access roadway. Aerial fire apparatus access roads shall have a minimum unobstructed
width of 26 feet in the immediate vicinity of any building or portion of building more

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than 30 feet in height. Aerial fire apparatus road width may be reduced to not less than
20 feet (no parking allowed) when the building being served is fully sprinklered and
access to the building face is from at least 2 directions. The sprinkler system shall be of
a greater design than the minimum specified by the OSSC. At least one of the required
access routes meeting this condition shall be located within a minimum of 15 feet and a
maximum of 30 feet from the building and shall be positioned parallel to one entire side
of the building. These requirements are based on the technical standards of Title 31 and
Fire Bureau Policy B-1.

e The applicant must meet the requirements of Urban Forestry for street tree planting in
the existing planter strip adjacent to Lot 7 prior to final plat approval. This requirement
is based on the standards of Title 20.

CONCLUSIONS

The applicant has proposed a 7-lot subdivision, as shown on the attached preliminary plan
(Exhibit C-1). As discussed in this report, the relevant standards and approval criteria have
been met, or can be met with conditions.

With conditions of approval that address these requirements this proposal can be approved.
ADMINISTRATIVE DECISION

Approval of a Preliminary Plan for a 7-lot subdivision, that will result in 7 lots for attached,
detached or duplex housing as illustrated with Exhibit C-1, subject to the following
conditions:

A. Supplemental Plan. Three copies of an additional supplemental plan shall be
submitted with the final plat survey must portray how the conditions of approval listed
below are met. In addition, the supplemental plan must show the surveyed location of the
following:

e Any buildings or accessory structures on the site at the time of the final plat
application; including the location of the new footprint for the house being preserved at
the removal of its detached garage and the location of the on-site stormwater
management facility for the existing house after it has been modified to meet City
requirements.

¢ Any driveways and off-street vehicle parking areas on the site at the time of the final
plat application;

e Any other information specifically noted in the conditions listed below.

B. The final plat must show the following:

1. The applicant shall meet the street dedication requirements of the City Engineer for SE
Ivon Ct.. The required right-of-way dedication must be shown on the final plat.

2. A 18-foot wide Reciprocal Access Easement shall be shown and labeled on the final plat,
centered on the common property line between Lot 2 and Lot 3. The easement shall
allow shared use of this area for all of the purposes that a driveway would be typically
used for.

3. A sanitary sewer easement, granted to the City of Portland, shall be shown over the
relevant portions of the private street, to the satisfaction of the Bureau of
Environmental Services. The easement must be labeled as “Sewer Easement to COP”.
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4. An Emergency Vehicle Access Easement, granted to the City of Portland, shall be shown
over the entirety of the private street to the satisfaction of the Fire Bureau.

5. The private street tract shall be named, with approval from the City Engineer, and noted
on the plat as "Tract A: Private Street name of street "

6. A public walkway easement must be shown over the sidewalk portion(s) of the street
tract.

7. A recording block for each of the legal documents such as maintenance agreement(s),
acknowledgement of special land use conditions, or Declarations of Covenants,
Conditions, and Restrictions (CC&Rs) as required by Condition * below. The recording
block(s) shall, at a minimum, include language substantially similar to the following
example: “A Declaration of Maintenance Agreement for (name of feature) has been
recorded as document no. , Multnomah County Deed Records.”

C. The following must occur prior to Final Plat approval:
Streets

1. The applicant shall submit an application for a Site Development Permit for
construction of the private street and related site development improvements. Street
design plans must be prepared by, or under the direction of, an Oregon licensed civil
engineer. As indicated under the mitigation option for Tree Preservation, the private
street must use porous pavement as proposed.

2. The applicant shall furnish a financial guarantee of performance, as approved by the
Bureau of Development Services, for 125 percent of the estimated construction cost for
the private street and all required site development improvements. The applicant shall
provide an engineer’s estimate of the costs of performance including the costs for
temporary erosion control measures required during construction. The financial
guarantee of performance shall be accompanied by a performance agreement with the
Bureau of Development Services to complete the required improvements.

3. The applicant shall provide a clearing and grading plan with the Site Development
permit required for the private street described in Condition C.1. The clearing and
grading plan must substantially conform to the Preliminary Clearing and Grading Plan
approved with this decision (Exhibit C-2) with the following additions:

e It must show root protection zones of the trees to be preserved on the Tree
Preservation Plan (Exhibit C-1);

e It must show stockpile areas;

e It must note that topsoil must be stockpiled on site and re-used to the extent
practicable.

e The limit of disturbance can cover the entire site except the Root Protection Zone of
Tree number 1 located on Lot 7.

Utilities

4. The applicant shall meet the requirements of the Bureau of Environmental Services
(BES) for extending a public sewer main in the private street tract. The public sewer
extension requires a Public Works Permit, which must be initiated prior to final plat
approval. In addition, the applicant must provide engineered designs, and performance
guarantees for the sewer extension to BES prior to final plat approval.

The applicant shall meet the requirements of the Site Development Section of the
Bureau of Development Services for the decommissioning of the existing sanitary sewer
systems on the site.

The applicant shall meet the requirements of the Fire Bureau for installing a new fire
hydrant. The applicant must contact the Water Bureau to purchase the hydrant.
Verification of the purchase must be provided to the Fire Bureau before Final Plat
approval.

A finalized permit must be obtained for demolition of the existing residence with an
address of 12344 SE lvon Ct. on the site and capping the existing sanitary sewer
connection. (if the demo includes a primary residential structure, add:) Note that Title
24 requires a 35-day demolition delay period for most residential structures.

The applicant must obtain a finalized building permit for modifications to the existing
house that will remain on proposed Lot 7 that demonstrate compliance with the
following standards in relation to the proposed new lot lines:

e 33.110.220 (Setbacks--specifically, the permit must show removal of sufficient
portions of the attached garage to meet the side setback requirement of 5 feet in the
R1 zone);

The applicant must meet the requirements of Site Development for the stormwater
systems on the existing house to remain on Lot 7. Specifically, the gutters and
downspouts must function properly, and they must direct water to an approved
disposal point that meets setback requirements from the new lot lines. If modifications
to the system are required by Site Development, the applicant must obtain finalized
plumbing permits for this work prior to final plat approval.

The applicant must plant 1 street tree(s) in the planter strip on SE lvon Ct. adjacent to
Lot 7. Street trees will be chosen from the City's approved street tree list for the4 to 5.5-
foot planting strip. Tree size requirements for residential sites are to be 2-inch caliper.
The applicant must contact Urban Forestry at 503-823-4018 prior to selecting trees to
discuss the species of trees that are permitted and to obtain the planting permit. Urban
Forestry must inspect and approve the newly planted trees prior to final plat approval.

A Maintenance Agreement shall be executed for the Reciprocal Access easement area
described in Condition B.2 above. The agreement shall include provisions assigning
maintenance responsibilities for the easement area and any shared facilities within that
area, consistent with the purpose of the easement, and all applicable City Code
standards. The agreement must be reviewed by the City Attorney and the Bureau of
Development Services, and approved as to form, prior to final plat approval.

The applicant shall execute a Maintenance Agreement for the private street tract. The

agreement shall assign common, undivided ownership of the tract to the owners of Lots
1-7 and include provisions assigning maintenance responsibilities for the tract and any
shared facilities within that area. The agreement must also acknowledge all easements
granted within the street tract, the beneficiaries of those easements, and the limitations
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on the easement areas to the satisfaction of the beneficiary service agencies. The
agreement shall also include information that describes the “No Parking” requirements
within the private street tract to the satisfaction of the Fire Bureau. The maintenance
agreement must be reviewed by the City Attorney and the Bureau of Development
Services, and approved as to form, prior to final plat approval.

D. The following conditions are applicable to site preparation and the development of
individual lots:

1. Development on Lot 7 shall be in conformance with the Tree Preservation Plan (Exhibit
C-1) and the applicant's arborist report (Exhibit A-5). Specifically, tree number 1 is
required to be preserved, with the root protection zones indicated on Exhibit C-1.
Encroachment into the specified root protection zones may only occur under the
supervision of a certified arborist. Planning and Zoning approval of development in the
root protection zones is subject to receipt of a report from an arborist, explaining that
the arborist has approved of the specified methods of construction, and that the
activities will be performed under his supervision. The report from an arborist and any
revisions to permit plans reflecting new root protection zones must be submitted and
approved by Planning and Zoning prior to any working occurring in the root protection
zone. If work is conducted in the RPZ and Planning & Zoning approval is not obtained
before the work begins and the tree subsequently falls, it may result in a violation.

2. The first lift of paving for the private street shall be installed prior to issuance of any
permits for residential construction.

3. Prior to finalizing the Site Development permit for the private street, a plumbing permit
must be obtained and finaled for the new utility lines that will be constructed beneath
the paved surface of the new street.

4. Any driveways proposed to access the site should be located off of the new private
street; however PDOT will allow individual driveways to Ivon Court only in the areas
where parking will be restricted due to Fire turnaround requirements. The private street
and/or driveways must be separated by at least 5 feet of vertical curb measured from
driveway wing to driveway wing.

5. The applicant must post the private street with "No Parking" signs to the satisfaction of
the Fire Bureau.

6. The applicant must provide a fire accessway to the satisfaction of the Fire Bureau or the
height of the new structures shall be limited to 30 feet, measured to the gutter line.

About this Decision. This land use decision is not a permit for development. A Final Plat
must be completed and recorded before the proposed lots can be sold or developed. Permits
may be required prior to any work. Contact the Development Services Center at 503-823-
7310 for information about permits.

Procedural Information. The application for this land use review was submitted on July 10,
2008, and was determined to be complete on December 31, 2008.

Zoning Code Section 33.700.080 states that Land Use Review applications are reviewed under
the regulations in effect at the time the application was submitted, provided that the
application is complete at the time of submittal, or complete within 180 days. Therefore this
application was reviewed against the Zoning Code in effect on July 10, 2008.

ORS 227.178 states the City must issue a final decision on Land Use Review applications
within 120-days of the application being deemed complete. The 120-day review period may be
waived or extended at the request of the applicant. In this case, the applicant waived the 120-
day review period, as stated with Exhibit (Exhibit A-6).

Note: some of the information contained in this report was provided by the applicant. As
required by Section 33.800.060 of the Portland Zoning Code, the burden of proof is on the
applicant to show that the approval criteria are met. The Bureau of Development Services has
independently reviewed the information submitted by the applicant and has included this
information only where the Bureau of Development Services has determined the information
satisfactorily demonstrates compliance with the applicable approval criteria. This report is the
decision of the Bureau of Development Services with input from other City and public agencies.

Conditions of Approval. If approved, this project may be subject to a number of specific
conditions, listed above. Compliance with the applicable conditions of approval must be
documented in all related permit applications. Plans and drawings submitted during the
permitting process must illustrate how applicable conditions of approval are met. Any project
elements that are specifically required by conditions of approval must be shown on the plans,
and labeled as such.

These conditions of approval run with the land, unless modified by future land use reviews.
As used in the conditions, the term “applicant” includes the applicant for this land use review,
any person undertaking development pursuant to this land use review, the proprietor of the
use or development approved by this land use review, and the current owner and future
owners of the property subject to this land use review.
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Appealing this decision. This decision may be appealed to the Hearings Officer, which will
hold a public hearing.

In addition, an appeal fee may be waived for a low income
individual if the individual resides within the required notification area for the review, and the
individual has resided at that address for at least 60 days.

Fee
waivers for low-income individuals must be approved prior to filing the appeal; please allow 3
working days for fee waiver approval.

Failure to raise an issue by the close of the record at or following the final hearing on this case,
in person or by letter, may preclude an appeal to the Land Use Board of Appeals (LUBA) on that
issue. Also, if you do not raise an issue with enough specificity to give the Hearings Officer an
opportunity to respond to it, that also may preclude an appeal to LUBA on that issue.

Recording the land division. The final land division plat must be submitted to the City
within three years of the date of the City’s final approval of the preliminary plan. This final
plat must be recorded with the County Recorder and Assessors Office after it is signed by the
Planning Director or delegate, the City Engineer, and the City Land Use Hearings Officer, and
approved by the County Surveyor. The approved preliminary plan will expire unless a final
plat is submitted within three years of the date of the City’s approval of the preliminary
plan.
